A great many people 
have au idea that this version wae first pub- 
lishea with some authority to back it and en- 
force it as the true translation of God's word. 
Such is not the case. It 1s true that King James 
presided at the Hampton Court conference 
in 1603 when the translator appointed by him 
meifto begin their work.

Dra H —There have been many atiempts to 
improve on the present version, but all haye 
been iruitiess. I could, if [I had filteen or 
twenty thousand dollars, get the aid of 
scholars with whom I could make a transla- 
tion that would have just as much authority es 
the one uow iu progress. It is the best that will 
be adcpted, and in my _pinion, the 
present version is by far the best 
we have ever seen. It teachs plainly 
te true doctrine of future punishments and re- 
wards, end initecan be fonod a sure and intal- 
lible guide on aii such questions.

THE ADRIANOPLE CAMPAIGN. 

Loxpox, J+nuary 4 —Dispatches 
from Bucharest say that the army 
which was to cross the Shipka Pass 
an! co-operate with Gen. Gourko ina 
mc vement against Adrianople gives no 
sign of activity, and while the present 
weather continves such an operation 
is impossible. The deep snow offers 
an almost insurmountable obstacle to 
wagons, and the Russians have no 
sledges.

The Daily News’ correspondent at 
Bucharest telegraphs that he considers 
itimprobable that the Russians cana 
reach Adrianople before May next. 

A despatch from Constan 
tinople says the Turkish cham-

— from the throne at the opening 
of parliament relating to the govern- 
ment’s military policy. The ministers 
of war, marine and foreiga aff:irs are 
invited to explain. lhe government 
has demanded a vote of five million 
Turkish pounds for the requirements 
of the army. 


ENGLAND'S INTERESTS. 


The Daily Telegraph, Pali Mali 
Gazette and other anti~Russian news- 
papers take the same view of the Earl 
of Caraarvon’s speech on Wednesday 
as did the Standard in its issue this 
morning. The Standard stated that 
England cannot, with due regard to 
Eaglish empha accept the pusition | 
ihat Ruasia and Turkey can settle the 
terma of peace,subject oniy to Europe’s 
ratification.

It was 
consummated. Chandler says so, and 
Chaudler was secretary of the republi- 
can national committee.

He says, speaking 
of the Louisiana frauds, thatto perform 
the extraordinary work (Chandler calla 
it “extraordinary” himself) of throw- 
ing out more than seven’ thousand 
Tilden votes it was necessaty 
that the returning board “should 
have assurances that the national 
exigency demanded its perform- 
ance.” All these assurances, Mr 
Chandler tells us in his candid fashion, 
were freely given by Senator Sherman 
and his associates, and we are further 
informed by the same unquestionable 
authority, that-“Mr. Stanley Matthews 
declared to Mr. J. E. Leonard, and on 
more than one occasion, that Hayes 
and Packard should stand or fall to- 
gether.” Here we have, in brief, the na- 
ture of the bargain made by the radical 
leaders in the consummation of whith 
Chandler was gn active and a promj- 
nent agent, and the language we have 
quoted is suggestive ot the scope of this 
whole wretched business. In orde: to 
secure the undoubted sympathy and 
interest of the returning boards and to 
nerve them to the point of acco nplish- 
ing the frauds necessary to the success 
of Chandler’s scheme, it was vecessary 
to sure them that they would not 
on¥y be protected in their nefarious 
vork, but that the state governments 
with which they were in accord would 
be recognized. That 18 to say, the 
radical leaders pledged themselves 
co the members of there 
turning boards __ that if they 
would make way with enough demo- 
cratic balote to give the elect»ral votes 
of their respective atatee to the radical 
candidate,thereby securing his election, 
Hayes and Packard, Hayes and Stearns, 
and Hayes and Chamberlain, would 
stand or fall together. This is the bar- 
gain that Chandler helped to make,and 
it is because its terms have been viola- 
ied that he writes his open letter to 
the republicans of New Hampehire. 
Was ever such a spectacie presented 
in any country before-the spectacle of a 
leading politician appearing in the 
public prints and railing bitterly against 
an administration that has honesty. or 
policy enough to flout the terms of a 
corrupt contract made by knaves with 
thieves? Could the great party of 
moral ideas be placed in @ worse pre- 
dicament ? Could Mr. Evarts’s little 
sarcesm about ‘‘New England virtue” 
have an after justification? After this 
extraordinary confession, it cannot be 
said that W. E. Chandler has lived in 
vain.

THE THREE CURRENCY BILLS. 

The three important acts upon which 
popular interest in this country is just 
now centered are, first, the act of 1869 
changing the currency bonds into coin 
bonds; the act of 1873 demonetizing 
silver, and the actof 1875 forthe re- 
sumption of specie payments. A brief 
history of these acts may not be with~ 
out interest at the present time. 
The bill making the currency debt 
a coin debt was passed just after the 
campaign of 1868, in which Mr. Pendle- 
ton and the Ohio democrats boldly 
declared that the debt was payable in 
greenbacks, then worth 65 to 70 cents 
on the dollar, and that it ought, in jus- 
tice to the people, to be paid in green- 
backs. The bond holders and creditor 
classes at that time absolutely contrell- 
ed the republican party, aud through 
it all the organs of the government,and 
they easily persuaded the republican 
congress that met in exire session in 
March, 1869, to decide the disputed 
point about the payment of these bonds 
in their favor by passing the biil refer- 
red to. This bill was introduced in the 
house by Mr. Schenck, of Ohio, and 
passed without debate by a vote of 93 
to 48. It made the government bonds 
payable “in coin” —gold and silver coin. 
The bill passed the senate three days 
afterwards by a vote of 42to 13. Geor- 
gia was not represented in congress in 
1869. 

The history of the demonstization 
actis very brief and ehamefa!. The 
bill was lengthy, and it was then called 
“An Act to revise and amerd the laws 
relative to the vaints, assay 
offices, and coinsge.” Mr. Hooper, of 
Massachusetts, engineered its passage 
through the house, and Mr. Sherman 
—our John--through the senate. No 
one except those in the secret knew 
that it was a sly effort to practically de- 
monetize the silver doliar by omitting 
it-from the coinage. The hill was put 
through by stealth; there was no call 
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allowed. Two hundred and seventy of | the p 
these cases came from Georgia, 119 of 
which “were allowed, aed 15% disal- 
lowed, The amount that the Georgia 
claimants wanted was $1,062,479, but 
they only got $52;853, and a good share 
of that dovbiless went to the claim 
agents. It was nota good year for 
“loyal” claims. Florida's claiman#| 
had either the best luck or the bet 
cases; for a)! of their caeas that were 
acted on were allowed. Out off 232 
Alabama claims only 97 were allowed ; 
outof 47 from South Carolina, 17 se- 
cured total cr partial judgments. 

The comrmissionefs estate that “the 
grounds of total disallowance are, gen- 
erally, active disloyalty during the 
war ; & failure to prove constant or ac~ 
tive loyalty; or bankruptcy of claim- 
ant, with failure of assignee to appear 
within the time fixed by law ; or want 
of jurisdiction in the commissioners 
over tae subject-matter of the claim. 
The grounds of partial disa'lowance are 
either a difference between claimant’s 
valuation of property and value to the/ 
government, or iailure to prove t 
quantities charged, or failure to prege 
a public appropriation of all property 
charged to tbe military use, or 
troduction of items not fallingAunder 
the term ‘stores or supplies. 

The total number of cases presented 
is 22 208, of which 12,747 have been 
Of the 9,551 pending 
claims, no evidence has been died in 
7,368, although the law, aw it stands, 
requires the closing of the evidence-in- 
chief before the tenth day of next 
The commissioners have one 
year more in which to close their la- 
Claimants have been notified of 
the law, and it is therefcre probable 
that there are not more than 2,500 live 
Claims before the court. 

In another column we present a 
schedule of the reported Georgia elaims. 
In the body of the report the claims of 
Mr. Dayid R Dillon, of Savannah, are 
presented at great length.

provisions of section 2 chapter 38. ace 
of March 30, 1868.” 

wasn POINT WAS RAISED 
in behalf of Gen. Badeau that the por- 
tion of the Crawford act quoted applied 
to bis case, as the section of the act of 
1868 referred tois that prohibiting “any 
otticer of the army” holding diplomatic 
or consularfoftice, Attorney General 
Devens held, in regard to that poiat, 
that the Crawford act did not apply to 
Gen. Badeau, as he was not an officer 
of the army at the date of the passage 
of the act, which especially siates that 
it “‘shall be taken and construed -to in- 
c ude those now borne on the retired 
iist,”” and that besides the disability 
received, Gen. Bideau was not of the 
classexcepted.
